Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion of tests based on the Examples of Maruyama et al. It 
would appear that test data used as being representative of the full teachings of Maruyama et al. would necessarily 
need to be based upon examples of Maruyama et al. which have the lower permeability values of Maruyama et al.'s 
examples. However, it was indicated that submissions of the data discussed would need to be shown to be 
representative of the full teaching of the disclosure of Maruyama et al., and applicants would consider such on reply. 
Further, discussion of considerations and amendments to address the issues under 35 USC 112 2nd paragraph. 
Considerations of removal of "healthy bubble" language from the claims to be replaced with disclosure supported claim 
language to incorporate maintainance of cell intercommunication throughout foaming. Such will need to be considered 
on reply. However, examiner maintains his interpretation of the terminology "healthy bubble" based on the evidence of 
record to be correct, and it is seen the showing of record as to the art recognized meaning of the effect/operation 
"healthy bubble" is insufficient in negating examiner's understood meaning of the terminology based on the evidence of 
record.
